Wilmington triples its bond rating

WILMINGTON - The Town of 
Wilmington has scored a triple with 
its latest bond rating, and the good 
news has town officials feeling like 
they've hit a home run. 

According to the latest report by 
Standard & Poor's, Wilmington's 
General Obligation Bond rating is 
now listed as "AA," which is an 
upgrade that marks a tripling of 
the community's previous assess- 
ment. 

In 1992, the last year that the 
Wilmington bond was assessed, the 
community was rated an "A" 
through Moody's Investment 
Services. This time around, 
through an assessment made by 
Standard & Poor's, Wilmington has 
been given a rating of "AA." 

Bonds are generally rated by 
using a letter symbol to represent 
the financial situation and econom- 
ic performance of an issuer, which 
in this case would be the Town of 
Wilmington. In its jump from an 
"A" rating to a "AA" one, 
Wilmington surpassed the ratings 
of "A-plus" and "AA-minus" and 
thus scored its triple.

Another reason for the exception- 
al rating advancement is the fact 
that Wilmington has 21,000 jobs and 
only 11,000 workers. Courting his- 
torically low unemployment fig- 
ures, a large import of workers and 
above-average wealth _ levels, 
Wilmington's median household 
income comes in at 167% of the 
US. average.

"This rating justifies all that we 
have been doing and shows that we

Says Caira, "The (Standard & 
Poor's report) suggests that rating 
could go even higher, given the- 
town's stable fiscal monitoring and 
performance."

If you are nearing 70, and facing forced 
withdrawals from you IRA—even if 
you're already taking money out—new 
regulations can ease distribution decisions

For most people, the new rules do away 
with “term certain,” which was determined 
by life expectancy of owner and benefici- 
ary at the first payout. New tables to com: 
pute withdrawals utilize the “recalcula- 
tion” method, and the beneficiary's age is 
no longer an issue. In most cases, the 
required payout will be smaller. 

‘Another big change is that beneficiaries 
can be named, or changed, after with- 
drawals begin without affecting the payout 
schedule. And, in most cases, heirs will be 
able to base future payouts on their own 
life expectancies. 

One caveat: if you just turned 70-1/2 last 
year, and are just now starting with- 
drawals, the first payout must follow old 
tules.

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A letter to the 
Class of 2001 


Dear Wilmington and Tewksbury Graduates: 

Originally, I sat down to write you this letter last week. 
Deadline was then six days away, and I felt that I had plenty of 
time to think hard and come up with words of wisdom to pass along 
to you as you kick off these first few days of life after high school. 
My attempt at such a letter, though, did not produce anything 
except a blank computer screen. It was a humbling experience. 

There might be a reason for that. You see, I just went to my 
tenth high school class reunion last summer. That makes me 
eleven years older than you are, and while to you the age of 29 
might seem ancient, you will be surprised by just how quickly that 
number will show up on the top of a future birthday cake. In fact, 
I bet many 59-year-olds would tell us the same thing about their 
age. 

Bpeople my age are pretty much still on the learning curve. 
Actually, I wouldn’t be surprised if the 59-year-old would say that 
the learning curve of life never ends. Still, for 29-year-olds, high 
school isn’t that faint a memory, college feels like yesterday, and 
marriages and careers are in the early stages. 

Nonetheless, I’d like to offer you a few things that I’ve picked 
up along the way since graduating high school back in . . . ah, Pll 
let you do the math.

I never learned to sew. My wife, compassionate soul that she 
is, smiled and offered to sew the button back on for me. I vowed 
to learn to sew that night. 

The message for this, little story: is absolutely clear; Marry 
someone who knows how to sew. *~ 

All right; Pm'fastyjoking “All thersame;though, ‘the:message 
here remains clear. You can acquire a degree in rocket science, 
but the best it will do is guide you through a career. To get through 
life on a day-to-day basis, you have to learn how to do the little 
things, like sew a button, or change a tire, or - - here’s that steak 
again -- cook a meal. 

« “HOW DID I GET HERE?” When graduated from college, 
Ineeded a full-time job to supplement my slow-starting career as 
a freelance journalist.

Sometimes in life, you may find yourself in a job that is the 
furthest thing from what you want to do or what you dreamed 
you'd be doing as a child and a teenager. It’s a normal part of life.

Take pride in such jobs, though, for they will pay your bills, build 
your character and give you a place to be productive while you're 
plotting your next move. 

¢ AND WHILE WE’RE ON THE SUBJECT OF JOBS... 
When I was a kid I delivered newspapers. At age ten I was not 
savvy about business and finances, so my Dad went to great 
lengths to teach me how to calculate my weekly bill and income. 
Iwas lousy at math, so basically all I ever heard him say was “blah 
blah blah blah blah.” 

The only thing the poor guy ever got from his efforts was high 
blood pressure. One time, he got so frustrated that we ended up 
arguing. He told me he wanted to get a tee-shirt that said 
“Parenthood Sucks.” Since I was lousy with money at the time, I 
wasn’t able to go out and buy him one. 

I’m older now, and, like many Irish families, my father and I 
joke heartily about such times. Once in a while, usually when my 
wife and sister and parents and I are sitting down for dinner, my 
father will tease me about the hackneyed business sense that I 
used to bring to my paper route. Usually, I'll sit there and roll my 
eyes while my wife and family laugh wildly and chime in with their 
own “witty” remarks. The last time that my Dad brought up the 
story, though, I was ready for him. 

“Dad,” I said, “that was twenty years ago when I was a 
paperboy. I used to deliver the paper -- nowI’m the editor of one!” 

With that revelation I got the biggest laugh, which is precisely 
what everyone at the table was hoping to get. My father laughed 
the loudest. 

In one way or another, I have been around newspapers since I 
was a kid. I’ve also been writing since I was five or six. 

Now that you are a high school graduate, you might be 
wondering what it is you want to do with your life. I’m sure that 
you have heard this advice before: Find out what you love to do, 
then finda way to get paid while doing it. And, hey, if youcanshow 
up your wisecracking dad in the process, then there’s a bonus for 
you that’s too precious to describe. F 

Atthesame time, though, remember this: Your family and your 
future spouse and children must be your top priority. Nobody on 
their death bed would ever say, “Gee, you know, I wish I had spent 
more hours at the office.” Well, okay, I can think of only one 
exception: I’m sure somebody would say that if they were walking 
home from work and was at the wrong place at the wrong time and 
had a grand piano dropped on their head. 

One last thing. Success is not an entitlement. It is something 
that must be established with a personal definition, pursued, 
attained and maintained with grace, dignity, humility, character 
and appreciation. After twelve years of hard work, your diplomas 
are fresh in your hands and the stage is set for you to succeed.

37 years and told the graduates 
that, yes, she had been their 
teacher, but that they had been 
hers too.

| Effect of Inwood Park — : 


on Wilmington discussed

WILMINGTON / WOBURN - 
‘The plans for Inwood Office Park, 
which is going to be built on West 
Street near the Wilmington line in 
Woburn, faced few objections when 
it was presented to the Woburn 
Planning Board at its May 22 meet- 


The office park, which hasbeen 
more than a decade in the making, 
will include five buildings in a 
campus-style setting off Route 93. 
The location of the park has been 
the concern of Wilmington resi- 
dents for quite some time now, for 
it would likely increase the flow of 
traffic that passes through the 

unity, most notably at the 
i ion of Lowell and West 


, Atthe Woburn Planning Board 
Meeting, developer Edward Callan 
and members of his team gave a 
half-hour presentation about the 
850,000 square-foot project. 

“Attorney Joseph Tarby, who 
represents Callan, explained tothe 
board that access to Inwood Park 
will be from Route 93 at Route 129 
in Wilmington. Once on Route 129, 
commuters would turn onto West 
Street and head back over the 
highway into Reading in order to 
access the site. 

Planning Board member Ed- 
ward Pasquarello asked Attorney 
Tarby if any efforts have or had 
been made to bring access in from 


the new interchange at Commerce 
Way in Woburn, in order to limit 


the years to lift some of the burden 
on the two communities, but they 
have all been blunted by opposi- 
tion from the state. 

Once Callan's presentation was 
complete and questions were an- 
swered, the Planning Board voted 
to continue the matter until its 
June 19 meeting as it awaits re- 
ports on the project from the 
Woburn Police and Fire Depart- 
ments and various city officials. 

Opponents to the Inwood Of- 
fice Park project did not attend 
the May 22 meeting, but it is pre- 
dicted that they will make it to the 


entertain a request for a special 
permit for the five proposed office 
buildings. In the past, town offi- 
cials in Wilmington and Reading - 
have made known their concerns 
regarding the location of the 
project. 

According to Callan, most of 
the infrastructure for the office 
park is already in place. Callan 
also noted to the board that cru- 
cial approvals have already been 
made by the Woburn Conserva- 
tion Commission and the Massa- 


chusetts Environmental Protec- 
tion Act Review. 

Callan also told the board that 
agreements have been made for 
considerable off-site improve- 
ments that will assist in the areas 
of traffic, water and sewer and 
will mitigate the project's effect 
on Wilmington and Reading. 

As noted, the Woburn Planning 
Board had limited questions for 
Callan and his team because, basi- 
cally, the Inwood Park plan is 
virtually identical to the subdivi- 
sion plan that was submitted tothe 
board years ago. 

Planning Board member 
Pasquarello asked Callan how long 
it would take the project to be 
completed. Callan answered that 
it should take approximately two 
anda half years to finish, provided 
that the economy keeps moving 
forward. 

Callan was also asked if there 
were any plans for a shuttle to the 
park that could drive employees 
from the newly opened Anderson 
Regional Transportation Center 
in Woburn. It was suggested that 
such an idea would cut down on 
the traffic that would have to pass 
through Wilmington and Reading. 
Callan replied that each of the 
tenants in the five office buildings 
will contribute to a general fund 
and will decide from there whether 
or not to use some of the money to 
start a shuttle service

Pressure can certainly take a 
toll on high school athletes.

Despite increased knowledge 
and reporting on domestic vio- 
lence against women and chil- 
dren, the numbers show that it 
is on the increase. This is a fact 
that is not lost on the staff of 
Cambridge based Transition 
House which is entering its 26th 
year of operation in 2001 

Transition House is the oldest 
domestic violence shelter in 
New England and the second 
oldest shelter in the country. 
Although it is Cambridge based, 
the catchment area for the peo- 
ple it serves can reach into 
cities such as Woburn and well- 
heeled communities such as 
Winchester. 

The Transition House mission 
is not to just provide shelter, it 
also provides programs to keep 
clients from entering repeat 
relationships and to educate 
young people on how to stay out 
of harmful relationships. 

By its very nature, the actual 
location of Transition House 
needs to be kept secret. This 
helps to protect the women and 
children being housed there, for 
stays of up to three months, 
from being discovered by their 
batterers. 

Katia Green, director of 
development for Transition 
House notes that anyone need- 
ing its services can call (617) 
661-7203 or seek counseling from 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Social Services, the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, local police or 
hospitals and any rape crises 
counseling center.

“There is a large network of 
people knowing who provides 
what services,” Green said 
“There are about 40 to 50 agen- 
cies that collaborate together.” 

This collaboration becomes 
necessary because the three 
month time limit for staying at 
the shelters does not often give 
a domestic violence victim the 
time needed to get back on their 
feet, especially if there are chil- 
dren involved. 

According to Green. “Some 
women need to do shelter hop- 
ping at the end of the three 
months.” 

The Governor’s Commission 
on Domestic Violence has pro- 
duced ‘several facts and figures 
on the increase of the problem. 

The fact sheet states, “While 
this fact sheet uses a variety of 
data sources to present informa- 
tion on intimate partner vio- 
lence, all sources have problems 
with under reporting.” 

The fact sheet continues, 
“There are many reasons why 
victims and survivors do not 
report a domestic violence expe- 
rience - shame or embarrass- 
ment, fear of offender retalia- 
tion, effect on family or signifi 
cant others, fear of not being 
believed, lack of confidence in 
criminal justice, health or social 
service systems, emotional trau- 
ma related to conveying details 
of the incident, fear of publicity, 
and language or cultural barri- 
ers all play a role in underre- 
porting.” 

All of this said and done, the 
statistics show, “During 1998 and 
1999 (most current years for cer- 
tified figures) 5.5 percent of sur-

Tewksbury resident and fire- 
fighter, has found in retirement 
opportunities to serve the public 
by volunteering to drive cancer 
patients from their homes to 
their treatments at Lowell

“It’s all a part of the hospi- 
tal’s ‘Road to Recovery’ pro- 
gram. 

“A cancer survivor himself, 
his empathy and consideration 
have helped all his passengers 
in their efforts to cope with the 
treatment as well as the disease. 

“The program is sponsored 
by the American Cancer Society 
and is offered nationwide. 
Volunteer drivers can sign up 
through local hospitals to ser- 
vice patients within their own 
community.

Woburn and

However, the renovated facili- 
ty will have room for both single 
women and women with up to 
five children.

“There are not many shelters 
with room for large families.”

She estimated that 11 women 
and 15 to 18 kids can occupy the 
renovated facility when it is 
complete.

In the meantime the rented 
facility has seven bedrooms. 

“We are always at full capaci- 
ty,” Green said. “When someone 
leaves, we have time to clean 
out the room and move another 
guest in.” 

The shelter provides the 
guests with food, individual and 
group post-traumatic stress clin- 
ical counseling, legal and hous- 
ing advocacy, and educational 
and employment readiness 
lessons.

However. Transition House js 
not just about sheltering people. 


There are three other programs 
that have been developed to 
answer other needs that have 
arisen in the realm of domestic 
violence 

The Employment and 
Education Readiness Program 
is a vocational counseling and 
skills building program. Its goal 
is to enable women to learn 
skills that will allow them to 
become independent and eco- 
nomically self-sufficient. 

According to the Registry of 
Civil Restraining Orders 
(209A’s), an estimated 43,000 
children a year are exposed to 
reported acts of abuse and vio- 
lence between family members. 

For this reason Transition 
House’s Children’s Services 
Program is vitally important. It 
is designed to help resident chil- 
dren begin to heal through age- 
appropriate play therapy. 

The program also teaches 
mothers parenting skills and 
advocates for them to on issues 
of child custody and child coun- 
seling referrals 

According to a Transition 
House statement, “Education for 
young children is the most effec- 
tive way to stop the perpetuation

they are entitled to be physically 
and emotionally safe, and that 
violence is not a necessary or 
appropriate response to anger 
or fear.” 

Some raw data released by 
the Governor’s Commission on 
Domestic Violence shows: 

* In 1999, 18 percent of 
females surveyed in grades nine 
through twelve reported being 
hurt physically or sexually by a 
date. 

* 21 percent of female high 
school Students in 12th grade 
reported being hurt physically 
or sexually by a date. 

In 1986 Transition House 
established the Dating Violence 
Intervention Project (DVIP). It 
was the first domestic violence 
school based prevention and 
counseling program in 
Massachusetts. The DVIP is 
committed to reducing the inci- 
dence of intimate partner vio- 
lence in teen dating relation- 
ships. 


The program has four goals 


-Education and prevention to 
increase general awareness and 
specific knowledge of dating and 
domestic violence through edu- 
cation as a means of prevention; 

-Intervention to teach kids 
not to accept violence in their 
personal lives and improve their 
healthy relationship skills; 

-Information to inform teens 
about the various community 
resources available to them; and 

-Training to promote respon- 
sibility by training teenagers to 
become peer leaders, and by 
training school officials and 
adults who work with youth to 
address issues of dating/domes- 
tic violence.

The Internal Revenue Service 
has issued new rules governing 
distributions from individual 
retirement accounts (IRAs), 
401(k) plans and similar retire-

er for participants to plan with- 

“drawals and to correct mistakes 
they may have made in the past. 
* No More Fixed, 


Recalculation Method Choice 
Under the old rules, upon 
reaching 70 1/2, each plan par- 
ticipant had to choose whether 
to make withdrawals based on 
her life expectancy at that time 
(the fixed method) or on her life 


expectancy as it changes each 
year (the recalculation method). 

This choice could have a big 
effect on the surviving benefi- 
ciary depending on when the 
account owner died. Since this 
decision had to be made for the 
participant and for the benefi- 
ciary and it was irrevocable, a 
lot of guesswork about the 
future was involved. 

Now, the IRS has adopted a 
single withdrawal table for 
everyone. It is essentially a joint 
life expectancy table of a partic- 
ipant and a beneficiary who is 
10 years younger than the plan

Menstrual cycle holds clue 
to kicking cocaine habit 


Women appear to be shielded 


4 from cocaine’s brain altering 


effects during the first half of 
their menstrual cycle when 
estrogen levels are high, accord- 
ing to a new report by McLean 
Hospital researchers. The find- 
ings suggest that an estrogen 
like compound may be enlisted 
in a novel therapy to help 
cocaine addicted people kick 
their habit - a notoriously diffi- 
cult challenge for millions of 
Americans. 

Mare Kaufman, PhD, and his 
colleagues delivered a dose of 
cocaine intravenously to 13 
healthy women at two points in 
their menstrual cycle - in the 
middle of the estrogen rich fol- 
licular phase and in the middle 
of the later luteal phase. Both 
estrogen and progesterone are 
high during this latter phase. 

Using magnetic resonance 
imaging, the researchers mea- 
sured blood flow to the women’s 
brains. Blood flow was normal 
during the follicular phase but 
dropped off by 10 percent during 
the luteal © phase. The findings 
appear in the May 1 Biological 
Psychiatry. 

“Only during their luteal 
phase did women experience a 
significant degtee of vasocon. 
striction from cocaine,” said 
Kaufman, assistant professor of 
psychiatry at McLean and lead 
author of the study.

Condo market provides 
boost to local market 


Despite poor weather and a 
slower economy, home sales 
remained healthy in 
Massachusetts in the first quar- 
ter of the year, as declining 
mortgage rates, a greater avail- 
ability of homes for sale, and 
continued low unemployment 
kept housing demand strong in 
much of the state, according to 
a report issued today by the 
Massachusetts Association of 
Realtors (MAR). Meanwhile, 
home prices continue to rise, but 
at more modest levels than in 
recent quarters, an indication 
the housing market is slowly 
shifting from a seller’s market 
to one that is more balanced, 
MAR officials said. 

Across the state, sales of 
‘detached single-family homes 
declined just 2.1 percent in the 
first quarter of 2001 compared to 
the same period a year ago, dip- 
ping from 7,510 units sold in the 
first three months of 2000 to 
7,353 in the opening quarter this 
year. In addition, condominium 
sales improved 9.5 percent in 
the first quarter over the compa- 
rable period in 2000, rising from 
2,111 units sold in first three 
months last year to 2,311 
between January-March 2001. 

“The local housing market is 
proving to be very resilient,” 
sdid MAR President ‘David M. 
Walsh, “The rough winter and 
economic jitters that often fol- 
low layoffs at major employers 
have done little to deter buyers 
from entering the market so far 
this year. It appears that rumors 
of a sharp downturn in the hous- 
ing sector have been exaggerat- 
ed.” 

In fact, the 9,664 detached 
single family homes and condos 
sold in the first three months of 
2001 is the fourth highest first 

residential sales total on 
record in the Bay State, sur- 
passed only by first quarter 
sales in 1998-2000. 

The near record demand for 
housing this winter was spurred 
by a series of interest rate cuts 
by the Fed, but other factors

also have been at work, accord- 
ing to Walsh. “For many, the 
steady decline in mortgage 
rates simply has been too good 
to pass up,” he said, noting that 
the average rate for a 30-year 
fixed-rate home loan has 
dropped from 8.32 percent in the 
first quarter a year ago to 7.20 
percent in the same period this 


year. “But, we're also experienc- ' 


ing the effects of some pent-up 
buyer demand caused by a 
severe shortage of listings in 
many areas over the past two 
years, “Walsh observed.
